That Francis Nevile of Cheet i» the C of York £ſq;and William Clayton Gent. co defeat your Petirioners,can! 
antedated Leaſe of ſore of the ſame Lands after the Death af the ſaid G.Copley,as malt to him the ſaid Francis N: 
79 be forged,and atteſted by fix ſeveral nawts of witneſſes forged;and procured by briber,tamperings, and leading Inter 
rories, Hugh Everard, Swinden, James Moſeley, and Robert Soreby, four of thoſe ſox perſons wh»{e names 
ſer to the Rog Leaſe as witneſſes , to be either wilfully forſworn or deluded by the Conveyance and Kelexſe of 1 
in Fenton and therr Counterparts,and by « Conveyanae of Newmillerdam and its Connterpart ; ard by a Deed of Gor 
Copley's Lands, out of which the Lady Portington had a Rent (, harge af 70.1, per Annum ; 414 by two other | 

Grant , the one of the Parſonage f Sprotbrough , and the ather of the Parſanage of Plumtree then pretended 
made by Godfrey Copley to the ſaid Francis Nevile, which are all ſpecified in his own [nterrogatories, Letters,and 
proefs 1n the books , and whereunto , or to ſome of them, they had in the life time of the ſaid G, Copley ſwbſcribai 
names 45 wieneſſes. 

T hat ts countenance this for gery, and other abuſes tending thereunto , the ſaid Francis Nevile, by the unlawful he

rejefted by the ſaid Eſcheator ) corruptly cauſed an Inquiſition after the De th of the ſaid Godtrey Copley ts be ta 
wherein the faid forg'd Leaſe was found, and after forged, and wnduly returned that Office alſo, 

T hat thea the Defrndaxt Nevile, colourably grounded a Smit in the Court of Wards, againſt the Defendants Wil 
Copley, and Edmund Halitngs, a»d Mary b:s Wife , and having there produced the Defendac Willam Hawet , 
other perjured witneſſes, and upon « preagreement, combination, aud colluſion, with the ſaid Copley and Haſtinvs ( 
knowing the ſaid Leaſe 19 br forged ) and by other unlawful means obtarned a Decree in that Court, in a Suit wherein

ſeveral witneſſes in the Cauſe ; and by reaſon of many wilfull _ committed Ly the fad Nevile, Clayton, azd / 
others of the ſaid Defendants, and by the perjuries of John Pollard, John Holdiworth , William Farburne , Ro! 
Syddall, and other »itneſſes ; eAnd by reaſon of the ſaid Francis Nevile s corrupting of James Gerrard, and Edw 
Coulſon, Examiners of the Star Chamber, 1. Toexamine Witneſſes nnequally , and to falſifie depoſitions, 2,Ta end 
1d diſendorſe witneſſes names 45 examined upon the ſaid Leaſe. 3.To deliver to the ſaid Francis Nevile Depoſitions on 
C onrt befor: publication. 4.T o delrver the [aid Nevile the ſaid Leaſe ont of ( ourt without order, that he might tamper 
witnejſer before he examined them;and by ſeveral Orders of that Core whereby 1 .Some of your Petitioners principal Pr, 
were flruck_ off by a reſerence and a report upon it.2.,The Charge of the hill was ordered to be given in one day,by which me 
ſome of the Petitioners charges were not touch'd at all, and ihe ocher but half opened.
